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INTRODUCTION. 


During  1950,  it  became  evident  that  the  growth  in  the  demand  for 
the  Ambulance  and  Home  Help  Services  of  the  County  was  much  in 
excess  of  anticipation,  and  it  caused  some  concern  to  the  Authority  that 
an  undue  strain  on  their  financial  resources  might  well  result. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  was  not  possible  to  forge  ahead  with  the  Mental 
Health  Service  to  any  extent  owing  to  inability  to  secure  the  services  of 
the  necessary  technical  personnel.  Difficulties  have  also  been  greater 
than  previously  in  securing  the  admission  of  mental  defectives  to 
Institutions  owing  to  the  shortage  of  residential  accommodation  and 
" places  of  safety.”  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  establishment  of 
occupation  centres  and  home  tuition  in  this  field  will  not  be  unduly 
delayed  as  their  importance  from  the  preventive  aspect  cannot  be  too 
strongly  stressed. 

Apart  from  poliomyelitis,  of  which  42  cases  were  confirmed  during 
1950,  infectious  disease  gave  no  cause  for  anxiety.  Diphtheria  has 
become  non-existent,  no  case  having  been  confirmed  in  the  County  since 
1947,  and  scarlet  fever  is  now  so  mild  as  to  be  virtually  of  no  importance 
to  Health  Authorities,  although  how  long  it  will  remain  so  is  problematical. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  progress  in  the  County  is  being  made 
by  the  Sanitary  Authorities  with  water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal ; 
this  is  reported  upon  in  the  text  of  the  report. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  dropped  even  lower  than  in 
1948  when  the  figure  was  to  29.8,  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for 
the  County.  35.8 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  decreased  from  3.3  per  1000  total  births 
in  1949,  to  1.5  in  1950,  a welcome  decrease  but  still  too  far  above  the 
low  figure  of  0.72  recorded  in  1948. 

The  birthrate  again  declined  (from  15.24  in  1949  to  14.26),  and  the 
death  rate  decreased  very  slightly  (from  12.84  in  1949  to  12.78). 

The  still-birth  rate  per  1000  total  births  for  the  year  was  30.48  as 
^or  1^49’  and  21.83  for  1948.  This  continued  rise  in  the 
still  hirth  rate  for  the  last  few  years  is  disconcerting  and  will  call  for 
detailed  investigation  if  the  rise  in  the  rate  continues.

LABORATORY  SERVICES. 

Bacteriological  facilities  for  the  County  are  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  which  is  controlled  by  the  Medical  1 
Research  Council.  Excellent  service  to  the  community  is  rendered  1 
by  this  Laboratory  which  is  of  great  value  in  the  control  of  epidemics. 
Full  co-operation  is  maintained  between  the  staff  of  the  Laboratory  and 
the  Health  Department.  The  Pathological  Laboratory  which  was  • 
formerly  controlled  by  the  County  Council,  is  now  administered  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board.

nine  m 1949.  Three  of  the  1950  deaths  occurred  in  Hospital. 
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Gas  and  Air  Analgesia. — During  the  year,  the  Authority  continued 
their  policy  of  training  midwives  in  the  administration  of  gas  and  air 
analgesia.  The  arrangements  for  training  at  the  Bristol  Maternity 
Hospital  continued,  and  additional  facilities  were  made  available  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  at  the  Stouthall  and  Fairwood  Hospitals,  Swansea, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

On  the  31st  December,  1950,  60  midwives  employed  under  the 
arrangements  of  the  Authority  were  qualified  to  administer  gas  and  air 
analgesia.  Of  this  number,  57  had  been  supplied  with  Gas  and  Air 
machines  ; the  other  three  midwives  were  employed  as  Whole-time  Relief 
Midwives  and  the  machines  of  the  midwives  relieved  were  available  for 
them.  Twenty-three  midwives  at  Institutions  and  one  independent 
midwife  were  also  qualified.  At  the  end  of  the  year  only  four  domiciliary 
midwives  under  the  Authority  were  not  qualified  in  the  administration 
of  gas  and  air  analgesia  ; two  of  them  were  of  retiring  age.

Supervision  of  Midwives. — The  non-medical  supervision  of  Midwives 
is  undertaken  by  the  Chief  Nursing  Officer  who  is  also  responsible  for  the 
supervision  of  the  work  of  home  nursing  and  health  visiting.  A Senior 
Nursing  Officer  assists  her  in  the  midwifery  and  home  nursing  duties.

Stillbirths— A still  birth  is  defined  as  the  birth  of  a child  after  the 
twenty-eighth  week  of  pregnancy,  which,  after  complete  expulsion, 
did  not  breathe  or  show  any  signs  of  life.  There  were  77  stillbirths? 
(41  males  and  36  females)  registered  in  the  County  in  1950,  giving  a 
rate  of  30.48  per  1 ,000  total  births. 
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Prior  to  1949,  there  had  been  a steady  decline  in  the  stillbirth  rate 
for  the  County,  but  there  was  an  increase  for  1949  and  a further  increase 
for  1950.

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — Two  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified 
during  the  year ; both  cases  were  treated  at  Hospital. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Maternity  Cases. — All  maternity  hospital 
accommodation  is  now  controlled  and  administered  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  through  the  Hospital  Management  Committees.  The 
admission  of  cases  on  medical  grounds  is  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
Management  Committees.  The  Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee also  control  the  admission  of  cases  on  social  grounds  but  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  supplies  them  with  information  as  to 
home  conditions.  By  arrangement  with  the  West  Wales  Hospital 
Management  Committee,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  continues 
to  authorise  the  admission  of  social  cases  to  the  Maternity  Wards  of  that 
Committee. 


HOME  NURSING. 

The  arrangements  for  home  nursing  continued  satisfactorily  during 
the  year,  and  tribute  must  again  be  paid  to  the  work  of  the  County  Nursing 
Association  and  the  District  Nursing  Associations.  During  the  year,  the 
Drefach  District  Nursing  Association  ceased  to  function,'  and  the  area 
came  under  the  direct  administration  of  the  Authority.  The  Llan- 
gendeirne  Nursing  Association  also  ceased  to  function  when  the  Authority 
decided  not  to  fill  a vacancy  for  the  District  Nurse/Midwife  for  the  District  ; 
the  district  was  divided  between  the  Pontyates,  Pontyberem,  Drefach 
. ngunnor  Districts.  At  the  request  of  the  Glamorganshire 
Authority,  the  Garnswllt  Area  was  taken  over  for  home  nursing  and 
JMdwifery  duties  by  the  Bettws  District  Nurse  (Ammanford  Nursing 
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At  the  end  of  the  year,  seven  District  Nurse/Midwives  were  employed 
directly  by  the  Authority,  and  seven  Whole-time  District  Nurses,  and 
45  District  Nurse/Midwives  were  employed  under  District  Nursing 
Associations.  This  was  equivalent  to  31  District  Nurses  in  terms  of 
whole-time  employment.

Dental  Treatment. — It  has  not  been  possible  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  dental  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  young  children. 
The  sendees  of  two  Whole-time  Assistant  School  Dental  Officers  were  lost 
during  1950,  and  as  from  the  1st  September,  1950,  there  were  only  two 
full-time  dentists  and  one  part-time  dentist  on  the  staff  to  undertake  the 
dental  inspection  and  treatment  of  almost  25,000  school  children.  There 
is  no  prospect  of  arrangements  being  made  for  mothers  and  young  children 
until  the  school  dental  staff  is  adequate. 

If  the  deterioration  reported  by  the  Chief  Dental  Officer  in  the 
condition  of  the  teeth  of  school  children  in  the  County  continues  unabated, 
the  amount  of  conservative  dental  work  which  will  be  required  for  the 
mothers  of  the  future,  will  not  warrant  special  arrangements. 

Gynaecological  Clinic. — This  Clinic  is  held  at  Llanelly  twice  monthly 
for  married  women  requiring  advice  on  birth  control  on  medical  grounds. 
Dr.  J.  Gwendoline  Madel,  Swansea,  is  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Clinic. 

Ninety-seven  cases  were  seen  at  the  Clinic  during  1950  (35  new  cases 
and  62  old  cases)  and  they  made  235  attendances. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children.— Plasnewydd  Mother- 
craft  Hostel  is  maintained  by  the  County  Council  for  the  reception  of 
unmarried  mothers.  Accommodation  is  available  for  ten  ante-natal 
patients,  ten  post-natal  patients  and  ten  infants.  Patients  are  normally 
admitted  from  about  three  months  before  confinement  and  retained  up  to 
about  three  months  after  confinement,  but  in  special  cases  these  periods 
may  be  extended.  Applications  for  admission  are  dealt  with  by  a Ladies 
Sub-Committee  in  collaboration  with  the  St.  David’s  Diocesan  Moral 
Welfare  Committee.  Patients  are  admitted  to  Maternity  Hospitals  for 
confinement.

Close  co-operation  is  also  maintained  with  the  St.  David’s  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare  Committee  in  the  case  of  unmarried  mothers  generally. 
The  Committee  assist  unmarried  mothers  in  every  way  possible,  and,  if 
necessary,  arrange  for  the  adoption  of  the  infants. 


Premature  Infants.— Premature  infants  are  those  notified  as  having 
a birth  weight  of  51  lbs.  or  less,  irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation. 
The  arrangements  of  the  Authority  for  the  care  of  premature  infants 
include  the  loan  of  cots  and  cot  clothing,  hot  water  bottles,  and  special 
nursing  and  feeding  equipment.  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors  devote 
special  attention  to  these  infants.

Child  Life  Protection —The  duties  in  connection  with  Child  Life 
Protection  are  now  undertaken  by  the  Children’s  Committee.  Although 
Health  Visitors  do  not  now  act  as  Visitors  for  Child  Life  Protection,  such 
children  under  5 years  of  age  continue  to  be  supervised  by  them  as  part 
of  normal  health  visiting  duties.  On  attending  school,  the  children  come 
under  the  supervision  of  the  School  Health  Service. 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minders.— No  premises  or  persons  are  registered 
in  the  County  under  the  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act, 
1948,  and  no  application  for  registration  was  received  during  the  year. 


HEALTH  VISITING. 

Good  progress  was  continued  under  the  arrangements  of  the 
Authority  for  the  appointment  of  Whole-time  Health  Visitors  m the 
County.  Three  commenced  duties  during  the  year,  and  two  others  were 


29 


appointed  but  they  did  not  commence  duties  until  early  in  1951  when 
the  Scheme  was  fully  implemented.  The  arrangements  made  for  the 
appointment  and  training  of  Student  Health  Visitors  have  greatly 
facilitated  the  completion  of  the  arrangements. 

The  duties  of  Health  Visitors  include  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children,  tuberculosis  visiting,  and,  in  addition,  they  are  concerned  with 
the  health  of  the  families  in  their  districts  and  precautions  against  the 
spread  of  infection.  The  work,  however,  does  not  encroach  on  the 
responsibilities  of  District  Nurses,  Midwives  or  Sanitary  Inspectors,  but 
close  co-operation  has  to  be  maintained  with  these  officers.  With  one 
exception  (the  Health  Visitor  for  Carmarthen  Borough)  all  the  Health 
Visitors  also  undertake  school  nursing  duties.

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430  cases  were  being  assisted  under  the  Home  Help  Service  on  the 
31st  December,  1950,  and  over  one-half  of  them  were  chronic  sick  or  aged. 
The  Home  Help  Service  was  never  intended  to  cater  completely  for  all  the 
needs  of  the  chronic  sick  and  aged,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  the 
extent  to  which  the  Home  Help  Service  can  be  kept  within  limits  depends 
largely  on  the  amount  of  assistance  allowed  for  such  cases.  The  problem 
is  not  restricted  to  this  County.  It  applies  to  all  Authorities  in  the 
country  and  there  is  urgent  need  for  laying  down  the  respective 
responsibilities  of  the  National  Assistance  Board,  the  Welfare  Committee, 
and  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  this  matter.

This  is  twice  the  number  assisted  during  the  previous  year. 

The  recruitment  of  Home  Helps  in  the  County  during  the  year  kept 
pace  with  the  increased  demand.  No  Whole-time  Home  Helps  are 
employed  by  the  Authority.  On  the  1st  January,  1950,  202  Home  Helps 
were  available  for  part  time  or  temporary  duty.  573  new  Helps  were 
enrolled  during  the  year,  but  unfortunately,  the  wastage  rate  among 
Home  Helps  is  high  and  334  withdrew  from  the  service.  Some  found 
the  work  too  hard,  some  were  unable  to  continue  for  personal  domestic 
reasons,  some  resigned  owing  to  ill  health,  and  others  were  recruited  only 
for  a limited  period.  Unremitting  efforts  were  necessary  on  the  part  of 
the  Organisers  to  recruit  the  number  of  Helps  required  to  maintain  the 
Service  On  the  31st  December,  441  Home  Helps  were  available.  The 
services  given  in  the  last  normal  week  of  the  year  was  equivalent  in  terms 
of  whole-time  service  to  211  Home  Helps. 

Appreciation  must  again  be  recorded  of  the  assistance  and  co- 
operation rendered  in  connection  with  the  Home  Help  Service  by  members 
of  voluntary  organisations  and  others  in  the  County.  Particular  reference 
must  be  made  to  the  kindness  of  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services  in 
allowing  the  use  of  their  Llanelly  Office  as  a Home  Help  Information 
Bureau,  and  to  the  assistance  given  by  the  ladies  who  voluntarily  attend 
there  to  deal  with  enquiries.  The  Bureau  is  open  three  afternoons  each 
week. 


NURSING  HOMES. 

There  are  now  no  registered  Nursing  Homes  in  the  County,  and  no 
application  for  registration  was  received  during  the  year. 
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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

The  arrangements  for  these  Services  in  this  County  cover  : — 

(а)  Tuberculous  patients  and  their  families. 

(б)  Patients  suffering  from  malignant  disease  and  their  families. 

(c)  The  provision  of  sick  room  and  nursing  requisites  required  by 
any  patients  being  nursed  at  home. 

The  Health  Committee  have  appointed  a Care  and  After-Care  Sub- 
Committee  to  exercise  the  functions  of  the  Authority  under  the  arrange- 
ments. 

Home  Nursing  and  Home  Helps  are  provided  when  necessary  under 
the  County  arrangements  for  those  services.  Care  and  after-care  of 
patients  suffering  from  mental  illness  or  mental  defect  form  part  of  the 
Authority’s  arrangements  for  a Mental  Health  Service. 


Tuberculosis. — The  Health  Authority  are  responsible  for  the  physical 
and  social  well-being  of  the  tuberculous  patient  and  his  family,  and  the 
arrangements  in  this  County  include  : — 


(a)  Assistance  to  obtain  additional  nourishment  or  clothing  in 
necessitous  cases.  The  National  Assistance  Board  co-operate 
so  far  as  possible  in  connection  with  these  cases. 

(b)  Shelters  on  loan  in  suitable  cases.  Five  shelters  were  being 
used  by  patients  at  the  end  of  1950. 

(c)  The  loan  of  beds  and  bedding  in  necessitous  cases  to  assist  in 
the  segregation  of  patients.  Issues  were  made  to  nine  patients 
during  the  year,  and  seventeen  sets  were  on  loan  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

(d)  Arrangements  for  the  temporary  care  of  children  with  relatives 
or  otherwise,  and  by  providing  Home  Helps  if  necessary. 

(e)  Assistance  to  obtain  suitable  housing  accommodation  in 
co-operation  with  the  Local  Housing  Authorities. 

(/)  Sick  room  requisites.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

The  arrangements  of  the  Authority  for  vaccination  against  smallpox 
and  immunisation  against  diphtheria  provide  for  the  work  to  be  under- 
taken by  general  medical  practitioners,  Medical  Officers  of  Infant  Welfare 
Centres,  and  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  The  majority  of  the  general 
medical  practitioners  in  the  County  co-operate  in  the  arrangements. 


Smallpox  Vaccination. — During  1950,  828  successful  vaccinations 
against  smallpox  were  undertaken  as  follows  : —

The  vaccinations  under  one  year  old  were  equivalent  to  29.56%  of  the 
registered  births  in  the  year.  This  compares  with  a percentage  of  16.21 
for  1949. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — 3,198  children  (2,022  under  5 years  of 
age  and  1,176  between  5 and  14  years)  were  immunised  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  3,945  children  (2,685  under  5 and  1,260  between  5 and  14 
years  of  age)  immunised  during  1949.  1,797  children  received  booster 

injections  as  compared  with  3,432  in  1949.

There  is  a slight  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  children  under  5 years 
of  age  immunised  (52.16%)  as  compared  with  1949  (54.12%)  but  the 
percentage  between  5 and  14  years  of  age  has  improved,  being  91.19%  as 
compared  with  86.79%  in  1949. 


MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

Hospital  and  Institutional  accommodation  for  all  types  of  mental 
cases  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  St.  David  s 
Hospital,  Carmarthen  (formerly  known  as  the  Joint  Counties  Mental 


33 


Hospital)  and  Pantglas  Hall  Institution,  Llanfynydd,  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Carmarthen  (Mental)  Hospital  Management  Committee. 
The  Health  Authority  are  responsible  for  the  care  and  after-care  of  mental 
cases,  including  the  social  and  personal  problems  of  the  patients  and  their 
dependents.  These  duties  fall  into  two  categories  : — 

(a)  Those  arising  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts 


(i.e.,  patients  who,  previously  normal,  have  become  mentally 


(b)  Those  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  (i.e.,  patients  of  in- 
complete development  of  brain) . 

The  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee  are 
responsible  for  dealing  with  matters  connected  with  the  Mental  Health 
Sendee,  and  reports  on  their  proceedings  are  submitted  to  the  Health 
Committee. 

The  arrangements  for  the  Mental  Health  Service  provide  for 

(a)  The  employment  of  a Senior  Medical  Officer  with  experience  in 
psychological  medicine  to  assist  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  the  development  of  the  Service  and  its  medical 
super vision. 

(b)  Securing,  when  necessary,  the  services  of  Psychiatrists  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  for  arrangements  for  mutual 
assistance  and  joint  appointments. 

(c)  The  employment  of  a Senior  Health  Welfare  Officer  who  will 
be  a qualified  Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  to  assist  the  Senior 
Medical  Officer  in  the  community  care  of  mental  patients 
and  defectives,  and  to  supervise  the  work  of  the  Health  Welfare

Medical 
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Supervision  of  Cases  discharged  from  Hospital.— When  the  National 
Association  for  Mental  Health  ceased  to  undertake  duties  in  the  County, 
eight  male  psychotics  were  being  supervised  by  them  following  discharge 
from  Mental  Hospitals  and  this  duty  was  continued  by  the  Health  Welfare 
Officers. 

Lunacy  Acts. — During  the  year,  the  Health  Welfare  Officers  arranged 
for  the  certification  of  66  patients  who  were  admitted  to  St.  David’s 
Hospital,  Carmarthen,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Lunacy  Acts.  164 
voluntary  patients  were  also  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 

Mental  Deficiency  Acts. — Seven  defectives,  four  boys  and  three 
girls,  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Committee  during  the 
year  ; six  of  them  (three  boys  and  three  girls)  were  reported  by  the 
Education  Committee  and  one  youth  transferred  from  an  Approved 
School  to  an  Institution  for  Mental  Defectives  by  order  of  the  Secretary 
of  State.  This  youth  had  been  transferred  during  1949  but  the  fact  was 
not  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Authority  until  early  in  1950.  One 
boy  was  placed  under  the  guardianship  of  his  father  during  the  year. 
Two  children,  a boy  and  a girl,  were  referred  back  to  the  Education 
Committee — the  boy  for  home  tuition  for  a trial  period  of  twelve  months 
and  the  girl  for  trial  at  a Special  School  for  Epileptics. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  168  defectives  on  the  books  of  the 
Authority.  Sixty- two  of  these  (10  males  and  52  females)  were  in 
Institutions  and  two  cases  were  under  the  guardianship  of  their  fathers. 
No  cases  were  admitted  to  Institutions  during  1950.  “ Place  of  Safety  ” 

action  under  Section  15  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913,  had  to  be 
taken  in  respect  of  one  boy  prior  to  admission  to  an  Institution  and  a 
vacancy  is  still  (November,  1951)  awaited  for  him.  Of  the  remaining 
103  cases,  16  were  on  the  waiting  list  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for 
admission  to  suitable  Institutions. 

Places  of  Safety. — Section  15  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913, 
empowers  the  removal  of  an  alleged  mental  defective  to  a “ place  of 
safety  ” if  there  is  urgent  need  for  care  and  attention.  Such  admission 
is  intended  to  last  for  a very  short  period  pending  the  completion  of 
arrangements  for  admission  to  a suitable  Institution.  The  Regional 
Hospital  Board  have  designated  certain  Hospitals  as  “ places  of  safety  ” 
for  mental  defectives  but  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
obtaining  the  admission  of  cases.  In  one  case  during  the  year,  seven 
Hospitals  were  approached  unsuccessfully  for  the  temporary  admission 
of  a defective  girl,  whose  aged  parents  were  unable  to  exercise  sufficient 
control  over  her. 

The  reasons  given  by  Institutions  for  refusing  the  admission  of  these 
cases  is  either  that  they  have  no  accommodation  available,  or  that  they 
have  no  facilities  for  the  care  of  such  patients.  The  problem  is,  of  course, 
part  of  that  caused  by  the  shortage  of  institutional  accommodation  for 
mental  defectives.

COUNTY  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


Under  the  County  arrangements  for  an  Ambulance  Service  : — 

(a)  The  Authority  maintain  their  own  Ambulance  at  the  West 
Wales  Isolation  Hospital  under  an  arrangement  with  the 
West  Wales  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

(b)  The  Priory  for  Wales  of  the  Venerable  Order  of  the  Hospital 
of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem  are  sole  agents  of  the  Authority  for 
the  operation  of  the  other  Ambulances  in  the  County. 

(c)  The  Women’s  Voluntary  Services  operate  a Hospital  Car 
Service  for  the  conveyance  of  “ sitting  cases.” 

(d)  The  Authority  operate  and  maintain  cars  for  “ sitting  cases.” 
Three  cars  were  in  use  during  1950. 

(e)  An  Ambulance  Control  Centre  under  the  Ambulance  Officer 
undertakes  the  operational  control  of  the  service,  and  co- 
ordinates all  requests  for  ambulance  transport.

retained  as  a relief  vehicle,  the  ambulances  purchased  by  the  Council  are 
lent  to  the  St.  John  Priory  who  use  them  as  their  own  ambulances  except 
for  repair  and  maintenance.  The  third  new  “ sitting  case  ” car  ordered 
by  the  Authority  was  delivered  in  May,  1950,  and  was  put  into  sendee 
at  Llanelly. 

The  maintenance  and  repair  of  County  Council  ambulances  and  cars 
was,  by  arrangement  with  the  Joint  Fire  Brigade  Committee,  carried  out 
at  the  Brigade  Workshops.  A civilian  mechanic  was  employed  for  the 
work  and  his  wages  were  paid  by  the  Health  Committee.  The  Committee 
also  paid  £10  per  annum  per  ambulance  vehicle  to  cover  overhead  expenses. 
Spare  parts  were  charged  to  the  Health  Committee  at  cost  price.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

The  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  County  are  very  much  alive 
to  the  necessity  for  improving  water  supplies  and  sewerage,  and  despite 
the  many  difficulties  inseparable  from  present  day  constructional  works, 
they  are  generally  actively  engaged  in  pressing  for  and  implementing 
schemes. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  this  report,  the  Annual  Reports 
of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  following  County  districts  for  1950 
had  not  been  received,  and  no  information  had  been  provided  as  to  the 
water  and  sewerage  works  undertaken  in  their  areas  : —

The  supply  of  water  for  the  Trostre  Works  which 
involved  the  laying  of  2*  miles  of  24  inch  pipeline,  was  under  constmction 
dunng  the  year,  and  the  service  mams  were  also  being  extended  to  the 
Cefncaeau  Housing  Site  The  Towy  Water  Scheme  was  awaiting  the 
approval  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  and  preliminary  consideration 
was  given  to  the  construction  of  a new  service  Reservoir  for  filtered  water. 

Carmarthen  Borough.— The  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
Carniarthen  Borough  (Dr.  Elfyn  T.  Jones)  has  expressed  concern  about 
a increasing  demands  on  the  water  supply  for  the  Borough  and  stressed 
the  urgent  necessity  for  implementing  their  scheme  of  filtration  for  water 
used  to  augment  the  existing  reservoirs.

Carmarthen  Rural  District. — The  Western  Area  Water  Supply

this  Authority  had  under  consideration,  the  Llawddog  and  the  Eastern 
Area  Water  Supply  Schemes,  and  preparatory  work  was  being  undertaken 
in  connection  with  the  Gynin  Valley  scheme  to  serve  the  needs  of  the 
parishes  of  Llanwinio,  Llangynin  and  Llanboidy. 

Llanelly  Rural  District. — Schemes  for  the  supply  of  water  to  parts 
of  Trimsaran,  Pontyberem,  Tycroes,  Hendy  and  Five  Roads,  were  com- 
pleted during  the  year.  The  approval  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  was 
awaited  to  small  schemes  for  the  extension  of  mains  to  farms  and  rural 
properties. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

Kidwelly  Borough. — A Scheme  for  a complete  sewerage  system  has 
been  prepared  and  tenders  for  the  work  were  being  invited  during  1951. 

Llandovery  Borough. — The  final  approval  of  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  is  still  awaited  to  the  proposed  main  sewerage  scheme  for  this 
Borough. 

Burry  Port  Urban— Approval  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  to  a 
scheme  for  the  unsewered  portion  of  this  district  was  received  and  work 
commenced  in  August,  1951. 

Llanelly  Rural.— Extensions  to  existing  schemes  at  Garreghollt, 
Ponthenry,  Penceiliogi,  Bryn  and  Hendy  were  completed  during  the  year, 
and  constructional  work  was  commenced  at  Pontyberem,  Cwmmawr, 
Pembrey  and  Tycroes.  The  approval  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  was 
awaited  to  schemes  for  the  following  areas

At  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  this  report,  the  Registrar  General’s 
Preliminary  Report  on  the  Census  undertaken  on  the  8th  April,  1951 
became  available. 

The  population  of  the  County  at  the  time  of  the  Census  was  171,742 
(84,173  males  and  87,569  females)  as  compared  with  a population  of 
179,100  (88,923  males  and  90.177  females)  in  1931,  i.e.,  a reduction  of 
4.1%. 

For  the  whole  of  Wales  and  Monmouthshire  the  population  fell  by 
0.3.%  Five  Counties  showed  a percentage  increase  as  follows  : —

Durham  (2%  decrease)  and  London  (23.8%  decrease).
